1. ISSUE REMAINING BETWEEN FIJI AND U.S. (TAHITI) IS 
SIMPLE AND DOES NOT REQUIRE DELEGATION VISIT TO SUVA. 

2. RE ADDITION OF TAHITI TO FIJI ROUTE (BARE BONES) 

USDEL WAS NOT UNSYMPATHETIC BUT PAA WAS ADAMANTLY OPPOSED. 
PAA POSITION HARDENED CONSIDERABLY DURING TALKS REPORTEDLY 
ON BASIS JUST-CONCLUDED STUDY INDICATING THAT PROFITABILITY 
ON SOUTH PACIFIC ROUTE WOULD IMPROVE IF FIJI STOP WERE 
OMITTED. BEFORE ANY FINAL DECISION MADE IN REGARD TO TAHITI 
BELIEVE CAB SHOULD REVIEW PAA STUDY. 

3. IN MEANTIME RECOMMEND THAT GOF BE INFORMED THAT USG 
GIVING FURTHER STUDY TO TAHITI QUESTION WITHOUT COMMITMENT, 
AND THAT CAB WOULD CONTINUE PROCESSING OF AIR PACIFIC 
PERMIT WITH EXCEPTION TAHITI. FINAL ISSUANCE OF PERMIT 
WOULD BE DEPENDENT ON FIJI ASSURANCES THAT PAA OPERATIONS 
TO AND THROUGH FIJI (INCLUDING PAGO PAGO - NADI BLIND 
SECTOR) BE CONTINUED. 
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4. DELEGATION INCLUDING JUDGE GILLILLAND RECOMMEND THAT AIR
